QUAINT FANTASY
APPEALS TO ADULTS

Wale Role Given Charm by Woman

Whose Part Stands Out

in Play.

Luicd by the magic In the name of
Edith Wynne Matthison, one of the
largest audiences at the Belasco this
ficabon greeted "The I'ipcr" last night,
and the quaint fantasy cast its charm
over all and held them as spellbound
as the troops of children who danced
when the piper played and followed
gleefully wherever he led.

Despite Its fantastic theme and Its
poetry, "The riper" Is not a dream
play, for beneath the surface It deals
vlth conditions and people in a decidedly
piactlcal way. While it Is a play about
children largely, the thorough appre-
ciation cf it must come from the grown-
ups.

The first appearance of the piper Is
made just after lie has piped all of the
rath out of Hamelln', the scenes being
laid In 1284, A. V.. and Is demanding
the reward that the burgomcister has
promised him. The rats being gone and
the. piper being a stroller, a mere no-

body, the promised reward is refused,
and he and his two companions are
threatened with Imprisonment. Then the
townspeople leave him and file Into the
churrh, while he stands outside with
folded arms and ,tern meln as they
pass.

Little Crippled Jan,
Finally none is left but little crippled

Jan, who sits on the steps gazing up
at the image of Christ, "The Lonely
aian." as he expresses It, waiting for
lnm to smile.

The little lad seeing the piper, pleads
with him to play again the tune that
charmed away the rats and delighted
the childis-- hearts, and the piper be-

gins to play the haunting strain. One
rv e the children begin to gather
about him until none is left at home,
an J the piper leads than off, danc-In- i;

and capering. Two little lads
nidinir in the church services hear
the strains and come rushing out and
follow him. Then the alarm is given.
,lhe great church bell tolls, and the
people come rushing out to find all the
children gone.

The next scene fliows the children
hidden Inside "the hollow hill," flist
sleeping peacefully, then awakening to
fresh happiness under the charm of
the piper The third scene shows the
cross-road- s, where the piper, hidden
behind a vine-cover- ed well, pipes away
as the long procession of Hamelin folk,
bound to the convent witn the young
daughter of the burgomeister, whom
,they are making a sacrifice, and sets
them all to dancing by the magic sweet-
ness of his tune. All their supersti-
tions afiJUsed, they dance from the
lteunted spot, and the piper saves Bar-
bara and brings happiness to Michael-ihe-sword-eat-

who has met and loved
her.

Jan's Mother Searches.
A little later. Veronika. the mothei

of little crippled Jan, comes to the
crossioads in search of her boy. the
only one in the town brave enough to
vlrlt the accursed spot. She meets the
piper and nleads with him to bring her
child hick. At lirst the piper lefuses,
but unable to resist the silent pleading
of "The Lonelv Man" he agrees to brin
the ihildreu back.

The la-- t act shows the market place
In Hamelin. Veronlka is dying aril the
piper sounds the magic strains calling
the children. The patter of little feet
Is heard in the distance, growing louder
and louder, and in a moment the whole
troop of scurrying voungstcrs bursts
onto the stage and tlicv are gathered
into the arms of crying mothers and
fathers. This !s tne mott impressive
scene of the play.

After seWns Miss Mattliison in the
title role, ft Is hard to imagine anyone
elst. playinr it. The piiier is a man's
role, but "there is nothing masculine
about Miss Matthison's portrajal of it,
though it is to be questioned whethei
anything Is lost by the change. There
Is poetrv and charm in 1'cr conc ptiou
that one cannot imagine a man giving
It, which more thru offsets the lesscn-ln- c

of romance and significance which
a woman in the part pl es it.

CHARM OF TRENT

AKES SUCCESS OF

NAUGHTY MARIETTA

Little Comic Opera Star
Wins Friends in Hammer-stei- n

Production.

The winning little Trentini has fur-
ther to go to reach a high note than
any of the comic opera stars who have
been in the limelight for many years,
but she reaches it with an case and
testacy which even she herhclf seems
to enjoy. It Is like the burnished hum-
mingbird that she flits and darts and
sparkles, but It is like the very lark
that she sings and soars.

It was an enthusiastic uudlcnco which
greeted her and the excellent company
which Mr. Hammerstein presented in
"Naughty Marietta" at the National
last night. From the first moment
she came on the tage, a bun-
dle of ticrvous energy filled with
all the melody and charm which
belong to her sunny Itaty, she caught
on. On a previous occasion she had
won the hearts of the people of Wash-
ington, and her appcarancr last night
only confirmed their good-opinio- There
can be no doubt that in this charming
little duodecimo of mirth and song Mr.
Hammerstein hes made a real find.

In the book, written by Rlda Johnson
Young, there are unmistakable evi-

dences of a master craftsman's han- d-
one accustomed to the more solid struc-
ture of the drama Itself. So far from be-
ing weak in plot a charge so often
brought against the slender thread on
which comic operas are hung the story
was as well worked out as If It had been
intended for dramatic representation.

Edward Marindel, with a voice against
which no complaint could be justly
lodged, seemed rather too strongly per-
suaded that he was the villain of the
play, with facial exaggeration and af-
fectations which might well be toned
down. Orville Harrold ot welcome as
soon as he came on the stage. His
friends knew what to expect of him. and
they were not disappointed, while Harry
Cooper, as Simon O'Hara divided Itonors
with Kate Elinorc, as the grotesque
Lizctte.

In costump and scenery as well as In
the music, "Naughty Marietta" was a
pronounced success, reflecting credit
upon Victor Herbert and all who were
concerned In its presentation.

'Arizona" Warmly Greeted
by Audience That Filled

Theater.

In a revival of, Augustus Thomas'
play of army life. "Arizona,", the Co
lumbia Players were warmly greeted by
an audience that filled that theater from
gallery to pit last night. The produc-
tion or this stiong military drama
niaikcd the beginning of the second
week of this company in Washington.
There was a bit of unfamillarlty now
and then with the lines, especially on
the part of Colonel Bonham, played by
Louis Morrell, but this can be easily ex-
plained to the first-nighte- r.

It's been almost ten years since Wash-
ington saw "Arizona," but nearly every-
body remembers the plot of the story, In
which many of the stars of today have
at one time appeared. The play is a
melodrama of the better type. There's
a villain, of course, a wronged girl, an
Intrigue at an army post resulting In
the temporary suffering of an innocent
man, a few cowboys, a gruff, good-natur- ed

rancher and his suffragettesque
wife, the Hash of gold braid and the
jangling of swords. Everything Is
straightened up when they are all
brought together on the stage In the
last act, the villain already having gone
the way of all villains.

Miss Neilson's Work.
Miss Frances Nellson played last

night the part of Bonlta Canby, a girl
typical of tho Western plains. Her
stage duties were to be vivacious, a bit
coquettish, and thoroughly lovable.
Also. Bonlta has to be of a trustful sort,
believing in the innocence of young
Lieutenant Denton, played by Henry
Mortimer. Miss Nellron was thoroughly
adapted to the role, and added to the
number of her Washington admirers.
Mr. Mortimer, receiving the "glad-hand- "

when he first entored, left the
audience at the finish still more pleased
with his acting.

Estrella Bonham. the misguided wife
of tho army colonel. Is Miss Louise Ar-
nold off the stage. Miss Arnold had a
rather difficult role, as for a time she
was a near vlllaiiiess. She made the
most of her part and handled quite ca-

pably the two strong scenes in which
the natural womanly Instincts were put
to the test.

Everett Butterlleld, another favorite
In the Columbia Company, strayed off
his usual reservation last evening and
was found in the guise of a Mexican
vaquero. He was a good Mexican and
hie Tony Mobtana demonstrates his ver-
satility as an actor

The Villain.
Frederic Forrester is the Captain

Hodgman of the play, the villain with
dark moustache and dark dosigns. He
had the military bearing, and in addi-

tion all the artifices of his like on the
stage, which is the best tribute that can
be paid to one who must play villain.

Stanlev James was an excellent Ser-
geant Kellar, with a German accent.
Miss Jessie Glendennlng, endowed with
natural beauty and charm, was bewitch-
ing as the sergeant'p daughter and a
waitress. George W. Barbler was good
as a breezy Western ranch owner, be-

cause he w:as natural and didn't overdo
the part, while Ilss Emelle Melville
furnished a great deal of the comedy
of "Arizona" in the role of ranch ovvn-r'- a

mnthmnklnc wife.
The comparatively minor parts are all

In capabl" hands. Theodore Hardy, as
Lieutenant Hallock, Herbert Parker as
Lieutenant Young. Joseph Hazelton as
Major Cochran, J. C. Cllne. as Dr Fen-Io- n,

and Arthur Ritchie as Sam Wong,
the cook, were well received. Miss Car-
rie Thatcher essays the part of Miss
MacCullagh. She doesn't Ittve many
opportunities, but is a Bood school teach-
er when she gets a chance to act one.

VALLEJO, Cal.. April 25.-- Thc Wom-
en's Improvement Club, of this city, has
come forward with a plan to prevent
the removal of tht old receiving ship
Independence.

With a iew to buying the historic
vessel and b.inglng It to the Vallejo
side of the channel to establish it as a
club house and roception 'building for
visitors to this city, a committee will
call upon Commandant Hugo Osterhaus
and ascertain the best procedure of pe-
titioning the Navy Department for the
vcsj.el.

If the vessel can be obtained from theGovernment It is the plan of the women
that It be used Jointly by their club,

the vessel across the channel and locat-

One Will Be Named When
the City Council Meets

Tonight.

The city council will meet this even-
ing and will. It Is expected, go Into
Joint session for the purpose of naming
a chief of the fire department to suc-
ceed the late George W. Pettey, who
dropped dead at a file April 16. But two
candidates have so far been mentioned
for tho position, Robert Gronau and
John Leadbcater.

There is a sentiment among several
members of the council to appoint a
chief who can devote his entire time to
his duties, paying him a sufficient sal-
ary tor warrant this, and to station
him at one of the engine houses.
